them with conspiracy to murder and 
burn the body of Catherine, 
ten- 
vear-old daughter of Dr. 
Winters, 
who disappeared March 20, 1013. 


The 
warants 
were 
issued 
by 
County Clerk Thornburg on an affi­ 
davit filed by Robert 11. Abel, pri­ 
vate detective, and Walter R Myers, 
prosecuting attorney. 
Sheriff Bon slog was given the war­ 
rants to serve. 
Cooper was already 
in jail, having been unable to give 
bond Saturday when Dr. and 
Mrs. 
Winters were released on 
bonds of 
$5,000 each. 
Until the state can actually prove 
that a murder was 
committed 
by 
finding some trace of Catherine Win­ 
ters’ body, warants of more speci­ 
fic charges will not be filed. 
The Winters couple was released 
on a thousand dollar bond at once 
because the prosecutor refused to 
divulge his 
evidence. 
lie said lie 
would call a special grand jury prob­ 
ably before 
night. 
The 
Winters 
couple are now on lighter bond than 
before the new charges were filed. 
Dr. Winters, following 
the issu­ 


a n c e of the warrant, said lie would 
institute habeas corpus to gain his 
liberty if lie were not given bond. 
Witnesses named in the affidavit 
on which the warrants were issued 
are Dr. A. J. Raymond, of Chicago, 
a blood anah sist; 
Detective Abel 
and Harry Webster, the latter from 
Indianapolis; 
William YanMatrc, a 
farmer who found a shovel on his 
farm; 
Fannie Mathews and Har­ 
riet Lawson, who will testify con­ 
cerning clothing worn by Catherine 
Winters; 
Chief of Police Williams! 
and assistant Chief of Police Koons. 
Detective Abel’s assertion that ar­ 
ticles of clothing found in the Win­ 
ters’ home were the little girl’s met 
with a quick denial from the W in­ 
ter’s couple. 
Detective Abel outlined the 
dis­ 
coveries which he made in the base­ 


ment of the Winters home. 
‘‘After 1 took charge of the work 
at the request of Mayor Watkins and 
others I soon exhausted every p o s s i­ 
ble clew to the girl’s whereabouts if 
she was alive. 
I then turned to the 
home of the parents and found in­ 


sid e of a cement block in a partition 
of the cellar a red sweater similar to 
the one worn by Catherine the d a y 
she disappeared. 
The sweater was 
torn, and apparently burned, as if it 


h ad been pulled from a fire. 
‘‘Next 1 found a red undershirt 
wliieh had evidently been worn by a 
one-armed man. Cooper has but one 
arm. the lost member having been 
replaced by a wooden arm. 
“ A hair ribbon also was found in 
the cement clock and all three pieces 
of apparel were stained with what 
appeared to he blood.” 
The weakest point in the chain of 
circumstantial evidence is the

that no trace of the body of the m is ­ 
sing girl has been found. This was 
the statement of Prosecuting Attor­ 
ney Myers. 
Mrs. Winters made the first state ­ 
ment for the family through her law­ 
yer, George M. Barnard.

ure of their ability. 


He declared life should he made 
an achievement of perpetual triumpn 
fir>t 
intellectually. 
Ignorance, 
the 
bishop said, is 
unpardonable, 
in 
view of the advantages and oppor­ 
tunities for learning in the present 
day. 
No one could say any more, 
he continued, that there arc no more 
worlds to conquer. 
Bishop Anderson told the story of 
a ro se bush he found in the yard of 
his parsonage when he was sent to 
a charge along .the Hudson 
many 
years ago. One side of the hnsli was 
a beautiful Japanese rose and 
the 
other the bishop was unable to dis­ 
tinguish. 
He 
learned 
the 
town 
lamp lighter had made a perpetual 
triumph of achievement of his life 
by studying botany and being able 
to distinguish any form of plant life. 
The lamp lighter told him the Jap ­ 
anese rose had been grafted on to a 
wild rose to furnish it nourishment, 
hut the wild rose had sucked the life 
out of the Japanese rose.

foreign rose would he revived.

persistence, the bishop said he finally 
won a life for the Japanese rose.

“ God writes a plain hand.

nature. 
We do not have to go to 
poetry, fiction or history to find in­ 
stances of dual nature. 
We need 
only to look at our own life. It must 
be builded on a human foundation of 
character like unto that of our own 
Christ. 
“ That’s your destiny, young men 
and women. You are never on Chris­ 
tian ground until von get away from 
self. 
A selfeentered man can never 
attain a life of service. 
The ideal 
of service is mastering our 
modern 
world. 
The redemptive forces 
are 
active now as 
never 
before. 
The 
life of the world is inspirational and 
the trend of the ideals is upward. 
“ When William I). Howells began 
writing on altruism, the world was 
awakened. 
It could not understand 
what he meant at first. 
But people 
soon learned it was

life into service for another. Would 
that we could get away from

Montreal, Canada, J une 1.—Gov­ 
ernment investigation of the Empress 
of Ireland 
catastrophe

nearly one thousand lives were lost 
began here today under the direction 
of the Canadian wreck commission­ 
er, Captain Lindsey . 
The Norwegian 
collier 
Storstad 
which rammed the Empress limped 
into harbor late y esterday afternoon, I 
with her bows twisted and crumpled. 
A few minutes later a warrant of a r­ 
rest, taken out by the Canadian Pa ci­ 
fic Railway , was nailed to her main­ 
mast by order of W. Simpson Walk­ 
er, K. < 
Registrar of the 
Quebec 
Admiralty . 
At first Captain Anderson of the 
Storstad refused to discuss the col­ 
lision, hut a statement issued on the 
report of the captain and other offi­ 
cers was isuetl. According to this,con­ 
trary to what h as been stated by the 
Captain of the Empress of Ireland, 
the Storstad did not back away a l­ 
ter the collision. 
On the contrary , 
she steamed ahead in an effort to 
keep her bow in the hole she had dug 
in the side of the Empress. 
The Empress, however, 
according 
to the Storstad’s officers, 
headed 
away and bent the Storstad’s bow 
over at an acute angle to port. 
After that the Empress was hidden 
from the view of the Storstad and, 
despite the fact that 
the 
Storstad 
kept her whistle blowing, she could 
not locate the Empress until the cries 
of some of the victims in the water 
were heard. 
Captain Anderson absolutely 
de­ 
nied that he moved a mile or so away 
from the Empress after his 
vessel 
struck the liner. 
The Storstad had not 
moved. 
It 
was the Empress which had changed 
position, he declared. 
According to the report made by 
Captain Anderson to the owners im­ 
mediately after the collision occurr­ 
ed. he heard Captain Kendall, calling 
him to pull away . 
“ I won’t,’’ shouted the Storstad’" 
Captain, as loud as he could. After 
that the Empress disappeared from 
the Storstad’s view.

all three classes, there are not many 
in any one generation. 
There are a 
very few 
great 
statesmen;

educators: 
great financiers; 
great 
reformers. 
Some 
are 
great 
in 
certain lines, b ut 
so 
wanting 
in 
greatness, 
in 
other 
lines, 
that 
manhood is marred. The passing of 
Jacob Riis, during the past week, 
raises the 
question 
prominent in 
official circles. 
He did not amass a 
great amount of money. Possib ly 
some are ready to ask. 
Who 
was 
Jacob Riis? 
Roosevelt pronounced 
him America’s most useful citizen. 
Landing as a poor 
b oy, 
having 
emigrated from Denmark, b ecoming 
a coal miner, a 
common 
lab orer, 
reduced to the necessities of tramj> 
life, trying and failing 
in 
various 
small ventures, and then b ecoming a 
newspaper man, an 
agitator 
for 
b etter conditions in New York City, 
he compelled attention. 
He rose to 
a commanding position. 
The trans­ 
forming of ‘The Bend’ into a b eau­ 
tiful park; 
a pure water system; 
the doing 
away 
with 
the 
dark 
tenements; the throwing of the light 
upon the sweat shop; and other re­ 
form movements wrought a trans­ 
formation in the housing and health 
conditions of New York's unfortu­ 
nate immigrant, and poorer classes, 
that will forever pronounce Jacolj 
Riis a great man. 
It is a Spirit in- 
spired prayer that God will 
make 
of you as good a ]>erson as it is 
pe -*ib le for you to b econte, and as 
useful a person as your ab ilities will 
|>ermit. 
Such jnmple are great in 
their sphere. 
It is true of such peo­ 
ple that they 
“First: 
Improve their opportuni­ 
ties for an education. 
Great 
men 
are thinkers; they think for a pur- 
pose. 
Their thoughts find expres­ 
sion. Not all great men are college 
graduates. 
Not all college gradu­ 
ates as great men. 
But every great 
man would he a college graduate i! 
he had the opportunity. 
One writer 
states that 86 j>er cent of the b est 
positions in this country are filled 
with college graduates, while 
only 
three per cent of the men of 
the 
country b elong to that das*. 
Jos­ 
eph Cook was once consulted b y a 
young man who was anxious to get 
to work, preaching the gospel. Work­ 
men were needed, and he wns limited 
in his finances. He thought he could 
succeed without the tedium of a col­ 
lege 
course. 
The 
counsel 
was, 
‘young man, the world can wait for 
you until you are prepared for your 
work.’ 
Great men possess 
trained 
minds. 
* 


“Second: 
They b ecome masters 
of themselves. ‘Know thyself’ is the 
counsel of the philosopher. 
‘Con­ 
quer thyself i* a condition of great­ 


ness. 
‘He that is slow to anger is 
b etter than the mighty and he that 
ruleth his spirit than he that taketli 
a city.’ 
S om etim es a man who is a 
giant physically and mentally is a 
moral pygmy. Benedict Arnold was a 
capab le soldier, b ut he turned trait­ 
or ‘A money maker, b ut he gamb les; 
‘A b rilliant lawyers, b ut lie drinks.’ 
Examples could b e multiplied. Great­ 
n ess implies self-mastery. 
“Third: Great men live and work 
conscious of the presence and pow­ 
er of God with them. 
Among Bib le 
characters, we have Moses, 
David, 
Paul. 
Each felt the truth that Paul 
announced, “ 1 can 
do 
all 
thing* 
through Christ, 
who 
strengtheneth 
me.’ 
Among great statesmen, Glad­ 
stone. Washington, Lincoln, 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson, the same is true. Among 
great reformers, Jacob Riis, Francis 
E. Willard. Daniel 
A. 
Poling, 
of 
Ohio, working for a suloonlcss na­ 
tion in 1920, the same is true. And 
so with our 
great 
organizers 
in 
Christian service. Marion Lawrence, 
of the Sab b ath School work; Fran­ 
cis E. Clark, of the Christian Ende- 
vor movement; John R. Mott, of tlie 
student volunteer 
movement; 
all 
are men of faith, men of vision, who 
see the triumph of God’s cause, and 
themselves a* instruments in God’s 
hand for the accomplishing of his 
purpose. 
No man is truly great un­ 
til he allows a greater than man to
